Frazier Hunt’s New 
Book on Range Days 

Now A Serial in “Country 
Gentleman" Tells of Old 
Chisholm Trail From Mexi¬ 
co to Northern Border 

Albertafis are much interested in 
•a new book by Frazier “Spike” Hunt, 
rancher author of the foothills. It is 
“The Last Front leiand is now run¬ 
ning serially In The Country Gentle¬ 
man, the first -Instalment appearing in 
the December issue. Three instal¬ 
ments are to come, after which the 
story will be issued in book form. 

While the story is written as a nov¬ 
el it is based on fact. It is the story 
of an epoch of the cattle country of 
Western United States which had rep¬ 
ercussions here in South Alberta. It 
is, in fact, the story of the Chisholm 
Trail, that long cattle train which, 
starting at the Mexican border, sa\V 
10,000,000 cattle in the 70’s and early 
80’s driven north to the end of steel 
as the U.S. railways pushed their 
lines across the continent. 

It is the stovy 0 f Ad. Spaugh, cow¬ 
man still living in Wyoming, friend 
of Frazier Hunt and Guy Weadick, 
who made the Chisholm Trail drive as 
a lad four dilferent times. It was over 
that 'Same trad that the late George 
M. Hatch, long t me Montana rancher, 
merchant an J legislator, later hxayor 
of Lethbridge, made one drive as a 
young man. Here in South Alberta 
descendants -if the Chisholm Trail 
herds came to start the ranching in¬ 
dustry in the eighties, herds being 
driven across the border to the South 
Alberta ranges. * 

The first chapters of “The Last 
Frontier” are very interesting to Al¬ 
bertans because the author is a cow 
man of some standing in the valley of 
the Highwood River, west of High 
River.—Lethbiidge Herald.

Hitler Orders 
Graf Spee Sinking 

German Battleship Scuttled 
Near Montevideo Rather 
Than Suffer Destruction 
From Waiting British Guns 

A dramatic sequel to the defeat of 
the Graf Spee, in a great naval battle 
off Montevideo, was consummated on 
Sunday night when the battleship was 
scuttled. It was on Hitler’s orders 
that the ship was blown up within 
three miles onshore. 

Captain Lansgdorff, last to leave 
the ship, made one last protest before 
ordering his crew to abandon ship. He 
had the alternative of letting his ship 
he interned for the balance of the war 
or resume his battle with the British 
outside the harbor. » 

Uruguayan authorities carried the 
burden of trying to defend the neutral 
belt against the incursions of fighting 
craft. Uruguay had the full support 
of other neutral American countries in 
putting a limit on the stay of the Ger¬ 
man ship in the Montevideo Harbor. 

All members of the crew abandoned 
ship before the terrific blast demolish¬ 
ed her. They were rescued by differ¬ 
ent vessels. About 700 of the men 
went to Buenos Ayres and will surren¬ 
der to the Argentine government. 

British prisoners of war on the Graf 
Spee were released at Montevideo. 
These had been captured from mer¬ 
chant veasels destroyed sea. 

Rain on December 15 is another 
freak occurrence of this year. Not 
much rain, but a gentle sprinkle after 
nightfall.

Being Gracious All Year Round 


COME one has suggested that ‘‘being gracious" 
^ would “be a suitable Christmas editorial. The trou¬ 
ble is that during the Christmas season people require 
little reminder to be gracious. It is duiing other periods 
of -the year that they lapse into indifference and uncon¬ 
cern. The spirit of Christmas is expressed in generos¬ 
ity of thought as well as of action; in a genuine concern 
for general happiness; in renewal of old ties of friend¬ 
ship, and in warmer responsiveness to those about us.

Sometimes it seems that we are afraid to be 
gracious, afraid to give expression to our very real re¬ 
gard for each other. We neglect the little gestures of 
friendliness which seems to come easily to us only at 
Christmas. Yet no one will deny that It is after all the 
most joyous and lasting feature of the season. It would 
be excessive and burdensome to maintain the superficial 
trimmings and embroideries of Yuletide all year round, 
but we could easily keep; alive the essence of Christmas 
which is good will toward those about us.

He does not explain, however, why the Gen¬ 
eral courted and made a rendezvous with death. 


Page 11 on Revenue analysis, gives figures on the 1935 
government revenue, and the revenue of 1939, finding an 
increase of $2,243,594. It goes on to analyze this in¬ 
crease in revenue as coming (without tax increases) 
from gasoline; auto licenses, petroleum and natural gas 
fees, rentals pnd, royalties; liquor sales; and finally, in¬ 
creased tax on corporations. These sources total 
$2,447,380 in increased revenue, and the manual deduces 
that the general public therefore is actually paying 
$203,786 lsss taxes than was paid in 1936. The money 
is rolling in in greater volume but the public is paying 
less, or to quote Mr. Landeryou, “there is a tax decrease 
of over $200,000 on those least able to pay it, despite an 
increase in social seivices.” 

This happy assurance is not likely to be confirmed by 
the rural taxpayer. The mun.cipalities are paying much 
more to the provincial government than they were .n 
1935. The social service tax of three mills, replaces the 
old supplementary revenue tax of two mills. In one 
municipality alone the increase in tax turned in to the 
government on this account is $4,515.00. It is true 
that the excess demand on municipalities takes care of 
provincial tuberculosis hospitals. But the above men¬ 
tioned district has no sanitarium cases, so the unAflieved 
increase in this instance is $4,516, and doubtless many 
other municipalities are finding that the excess demand 
in taxes is bringing little or no return. Another unhap¬ 
py item on the municipal tax sheet is the school tax 
which is substantially increased through the imposition 
of the large unit system by the government. 

This is only one angle of dispute in the claim that 
taxes are actually decreased, insofar as they apply to 
the general public. On every side one hears from coun¬ 
try people the lament jof increased taxation. The little 
green manual presents some detailed information of 
government activities which has undoubted value. It 
shows great savings in some departments; big industrial 
expansion; a multitude of services to the public. But it 
does not make any adequate explanation of where all 
the money has gone from thp increased revenue together 
with the savings effected. Nor does it touch at all on 
treasury branches. According to the final word of the 
manual "nothing is hidden, nothing is concealed,” but 
some very necessary and specific information has been 
overlooked.

chase of Canadian wheat, and that 
Canada stands head on the list of 
preferences because of general effort 
and location. He could not indicate 
more definitely the decisions reached 
with the British government until la¬ 
ter date. But he warned that nothing 
seems to justify any great acreage ex¬ 
pansion.

Any increased returns 
to the farmer from war prices, should 
be used to stabilize his position more 
firmly for later conditions. He said 
he was more concerned with bringing 
agriculture out of the war in sound 
position than anything else, except 
winning the war. 

Long Term Prices 

Wheat for 25 years before 1914 had 
run at 85 ets.' a bushel average. Dur¬ 
ing the war the average was $2.05. 
For ten years, after fit was $1.40, and 
for the next five years 65 cts. The 
last four years he said, had been $1.00 
average. This year’s average to date, 
appears to be lowest on record. 

British millers, now using a stand¬ 
ard mix containing 10 per cent. Can¬ 
adian wheat, were reported willing to 
increase Canadian content to 50 per 
cent, or more if provided at a price 
reasonably close to other wheats, and 
if guaranteed supplies sufficient to 
mainta’n production of flour at that 
standard mix.

The-manager of-the',Beaver- 
lodge Experimental Station in Nor¬ 
thern Alberta, gives his opinion: 

To bring a pig from weaning stage 
to market weight without skim milk 
requires approximately 700 to 750 
pounds of nuxed grain when a protein 
supplement such as tankage is fed. 
The tankage required per pig runs 
between 40 and 50 pounds if.no skim 
milk is used. With plenty of milk a 
pig might be raised on 5 ojr 6 hun¬ 
dredweight of grain or perhaps even 
less. If no milk or other protein sup¬ 
plement is fed much more grain will 
be required. 

With straight oats instead of mixed 
grain as the meal ration, but with 
tapkage as above, a hog will likely 
consume between 800 and 850 pounds 
of chop, will tak-i longer to finish and 
will probably not grade nearly so well. 

For the past number of years we 
have found the following ration best 
suited of five under trial for growing 
and fattening hogs for market. 

Weaning to 80 pounds, oat chop 2 
parts, wheat or barley chop, 1 part. 

80 to 130 pounds, .oat chop 1 part, 
wheat or larley chop 1 part. 

130 to finish, oat chop 1 part, wheat 
or barley chop 2 parts. 

To make up for the lack of skim 
milk, which should be fed at the rate 
of 3 pounds of meal, if available, we 
add tankage at the following rates. 

Weaning to 80 pounds, 10% of the 
meal ration; 80 pounds to 130 pounds, 
7%; 130 pounds to finish, 5%. The 
proportion of tankage may jie curtail¬ 
ed and it.may be dispensed with alto¬ 
gether in the finishing stage. 

We have found it advisable to add 
salt and lime to the feed ration. Salt 
may be added at from half per cent 
up to \Vi%. More than that is not 
required and would be wasted. Too 
much is fatal. Do not mix salt with 
slop soaked in advance of feeding. It 
may kill the pigs. Lime can be added 
frotp half to one per cent of the ra¬ 
tion. We find it more satisfactory to 
use a prepared form of ground lime¬ 
stone than air-slaked lime. 

When hanj-feeding experimentally 
we feed dry, pouring water on the 
chop at the time it is put into the 
trough. If one is feeding a fair num¬ 
ber' of hogs he will find it more con¬ 
venient to use a self-feeder.

Ancient in Origin They Have 
Died Out and Risen Again 
Through Centuries 


Nature Destroys 
Christmas Trees 


THE festive season gives us an 
opiiortunity, not only to extend to you a warm and 
timely greeting, but also to express our appreciation of 
your favors of the past twelVe months. 


Carols are songs with a religious 
impuke that are simple, hilarious, 
popular and modern. The literature 
and music of a Carol is rich in true 
folk-poetry and remain fresh and 
buoyant even when the subject is a 
sferious one. Carols vary a great deal 
—some are narrative, others drama¬ 
tic, some personal and other religious. 

The word “Carol” has a dancing 
origin, and once meant to dance in a 
ring. Througn the ages the Carol 
changed its style many times. Some 
French carols were rewritten many 
times by well-meaning clergymen and 
the joyfulness of the words discarded. 
In others the dolefulness of the Brit¬ 
ish crept in, but even though the 
words were changed the tunes remain 
the same, and a typical Carol is 
bright and merry. 

Example: No. 82, The Oxford Book 
of Carols. 

• This typical Carol gives voice to the 
common emotions of healthy people in 
language that can be understood and 
music that can can be shared l*y all. 

Carols are true to the period in 
which they are written. They are 
modem in any age. 

In the 7th Century the word “Car¬ 
ol” meant something “evil.” The peo¬ 
ple at’ that time wanted to dance bn 
All Saints’ Day, and Midsummer's 
Day but the Carol or dance in- a ring 
as it meant thjn, was condemned. By 
the 14th century the word Carol had 
changed its meaning and theugfr still 
associated 'with dancing became re¬ 
spectable. 

The Carol was in fact, a sign of the 
emancipation of the people from the 
old puritanism which had for so many 
centuries supressed the dance and the 
drama. 

From the 13th century to the 15th, 
the drama struggled lor a place until 
finally we find many Bible stories dra¬ 
matized on subjects as “The Three 
Kings—The Misdeeds of Herod” etc. 
Now to these dramas only plain sotjg 
was used—that is, just an air or mel¬ 
ody that was chanted and most unin¬ 
teresting. So you see the time was 
ripe for Carols, and jolly music began 
to be written around the stories. For 
example there is No. 22, a Carol in a 
play produced in 1456. The song is 
sung by women just before Herod’s 
soldiers come in to slaughter the 
children. 

Carols continued to flourish until 
the 16th century when in 1647 Xmas 
and other festivals were abolished by 
the Puritan parliament. The Puritan 
point of view was expressed thus— 
“We are persuaded no one thing hind- 
ereth 'the gospel work all the year 
long than doth the observation of the 
Idol Day once in a year, having so 
many days of cursed observation with 
it." So most of the old Carols were 
written between the 14th and 16th 
centuries. 

After the restoration, Carols did not 
recover. New Carols were printed but 
these were mere eating songs about 
pork and puddings. “The only worthy 
ones, were “While Shepherds Watch-

Gordon Smith, staff writer of the 
^Financial Post, says: 

For the duration of the war, Can¬ 
ada’s wheat market problen^is over. 

There may continue to be criticisms 
of prices, there may be temporary 
hold-ups in shipping. But generally, 
so long as the war lasts, all the wheat 
that this country can produce should 
be wanted and the bulk of it will find 
its way across the Atlantic. 

In the last three weeks grain has 
been moving across the Great Lakes 
in record volume. As eastern termin¬ 
als were choked a month ago and rail¬ 
ways were forced to embargo further 
shipments, one naturally assumed the 
new flow means that Atlantic coiproys 
have now been organized and are op¬ 
erating at capacity. 

Reasons for the sluggish action of 
the, wheat market si nce outbreak of 
this war are obvious. In 1914, there 
was no big carryover of wheat. Russia 
was the major wheat factor good for 
250 million bushels. Neither Argentine 
Australia nor Canada has developed 
as big surplus producers. United 
States- it is true, harvested a good 
crop in 1914, but Russia was a domin¬ 
ant factor. This was shown when the 
Allies began seriously to tackle the 
Dardanelles in 1915. Russian wheat 
was cut off in the Crimea till it rotted 
and world prices rose to a peak. 

Now let us look at the contrast to¬ 
day. 

Instead of poor to fair crops 
throughout the world in the year the 
new war has broken out, there have 
been bountiful Ones. 

Canada has produced close to half a 
billion bushels or the third largest 
crop in its history. Carried over from 
the previous year was at least 100 
million bushels additional. Carryover 
plus crop in the United States is es¬ 
timated at 990 million bushels. Har¬ 
vests in Europe have only been slight¬ 
ly behind the excellent yield of 1938. 

In contrast again with 1914, re¬ 
serves in the big consuming countries, 
especially in the countries now at war, 
have been built up to large propor¬ 
tions. One time Great Britain almost 
boasted of the fact that on her tight 
little island was never carried more 
than a ten-day supply of food. Though 
definite figures have never been re¬ 
vealed, it is believed today that wheat 
and flour reserves in Great Britain 
may well equal a six months supply. 

With shipping space available and 
routes open there would not be the re¬ 
motest possibility of a real wheat 
shortage today. But, of course, ship¬ 
ping space is not unlimited and nei¬ 
ther are all trade routes open. And it 
is because of this abnormal condition 
that Canada should have no trouble in 
selling wheat during the war. 

Normally Great Britain imports 
about 225 million bushels of wheat or 
the equivalent in flour, annually. In 
wartime that consumption will un¬ 
doubtedly be stepped up and much 
more than enough to offset the in¬ 
creased production of grain on her 
own farms under wartime stimula¬ 
tion. In addition, the two neutral coun¬ 
tries close to Britain, Belgium and 
Holland, must also import wheat to 
supplement their own production. 

All of this boils down to one thing. 
Apart from political, purchases, the 
Allies will certainly confine the bulk 
of their wheat demand to the shortest 
possible route. This means North At¬ 
lantic ports, so long as there is grain 
at these ports to move. It is .this 
quickly available wheat that is is go¬ 
ing to govern the world wheat market 
and world

southerly American, but there is an¬ 
other important factor in the situation 
foreign exchange. This favors British 
purchases in Canada rather than in 
the United States. 

So far in this war willingness of 
overseas buyers, plus the ability of the 
British Admiralty to provide and pro¬ 
tect ships, have determined value and 
export volume of Canada’s wheat. In 
a relatively short time, the weather 
over Kansas and adjacent states may 
supersede these other factors and be¬ 
come dominant.
